It is anything to gain time in such a matter. Probably the most prudent 
course for every Russian Israelite who is able to leave his native country 
will still be to take steps towards departure, but there is ‘all the difference 
in the world between the deliberate and ordered realisation of businesses with 
a view to emigration, which may now become possible, andthe sudden ruin 
and expulsion which fell upon the beggared and tortured creatures wlio 
recently passed in chains through the streets of Moscow. 


The * Russo-Jewish Immigrant” receives in the August number of 
the English Illustrated Magazine that of which he is most in need at the 
present juncture, fair and sympathetic treatment. Both text and 
illustrations of the article, in which this treatment is administered, 
are admirably executed, the former by the Rev. 8. Singer, the latter 
by Miss Ellen Cohen. Mr. Singer does more than recapitulate the 
facts of the expulsion of the Jews from Russia; he explains their causés 
ard adds a number of specific details which cannot fail to arouse the reader's 
attention. The general character.of his remarks will be gathered from the 
extracts we have made from his article in another part of this issue. As 
Mr. Singer well says, Jews are not in the habit of turning their backs on 
their poor relations. At the same time the efforts of the charitable organisa- 


| tions for the assistance of the immigrants all tend in one direction, to make 


them self-reliant, to save them from becoming paupers, to prevent them 


| from being in any way a burden to the general community. Mr. Singer 


shows that the immigrants have not lowered wages but have practically 
created new industries, which were previously in a very backward state of 
development in England, Thus they cannot fairly be said to compete with 
native workmen, since but for the presence of these Jewish toilers the manu- 
facture of cheap clothing would forthwith be carried to Germany. Miss 
Cohen adds to the value of Mr. Singer’s lucid sketch, by some character 
studies which show keen observation and skilful execution. The group of 
refugees at the Poor Jews’ Temporary Shelter contains some strikivg faces, 
while the single figures display at once pathos and. beauty. The article 
though short is a distinct contribution to the right understanding of a very 
difficult question. 


The sale last week of St. Olave’s, Old Jewry, might seem to have an 
interest for London Jews, judging by the name. But as Mr. Joseph Jacobs 
showed in his lecture on ‘‘ The London Jewry, 1290,” which has recently 
been highly praised by London’s historian, Mr. W. J. Loftus, in his “ London 
City,” Jews were conspicuous by their absence in Old Jewry. As a matter 
of fact the English records, so rich in details about the Jews of the pre- 
expulsion period, do not furnish a single name of a London Jew living in 
Old Jewry. The earlier associations of the London Jewry are connected 
rather with Wood Street, Lronmonger Lane, and Gresham Street, especially 
the last, than with Old Jewry itself. It is probable that more Jews live 
there nowadays than dwelt there in the reign of King John. 


Of the many royal personages who from time to time visit these shores, 
there are none Jews would have more delighted to honour, had he not 
been travelling incognito, than the Prince of Naples, Crown Prince of Italy. 


~The son of King Humbert who is served in responsible offices by so 


many Jews, and of Queen Margherita, the enthusiastic student of Hebrew, 
cannot fail to be an object of interest to English Jews, who, possessing the 
fullest civil and political rights, are able to appreciate the immense services 
which the reigning house in Italy has rendered to the cause of liberty and 
equality. Itis unnecessary tu narrate the history of Italian Judaism since 
the days when Victor Emmanuel, the “ Ré Galantuomo,” honoured a Jew in 
the person of the still living Senator Isaac Artom by sending him as his 
Minister to the Court of Copenhagen. The present year itself has afforded a 
remarkable example of the eminent position to which Jews have risen in Italy 
in the fact’ that the most important post in the present Cabinet, after 
the one of Minister for Foreign Affairs held by the Premier, is that of 
Minister of the Treasury, to which our coreligionist, Signor Luzzatti, was 
called in February last by almost universal acclaim, Signor Luzzatti has 
no light task to eccomplish, that of reducing the almost unbearable fiscal 
burdens of the people without impairing the efficiency of the public service 
and the national defences. It therefore may have been a recognition of the 
ability which the Minister of the Treasury brings to the discharge of his 
duties, and it is significant in regard to the persecution of the 
Jews in Russia that when King Humbert recently visited a British warship 
in Italian waters, the only other Minister besides the Minister of Marine by 
whom his Majesty was accompanied, was Signor Luzzatti. It is interesting, 
too, to record that among the members of the Italian Embassy who greeted 
the Prince of Naples last week on his arrival,at Charing Cross, was Count 
‘Hierschel de Minerbi, Councillor of the Embassy, who as we mentionedl some 
months ago in announcing his appointment, is also a Jew. } 


The length of sermons is a very engrossing topic, and the 7%mes has 
done well to open its columns to the bitter cry of the sufferers from the 
super-abundant stream of words which flows from too many a pulpit. It 
cannot be said in England, at least, that Jews have any general cause for 
complaint on this head. Occasionally a congregation is subjected to a dis- 
course of nearly an hour's duration, but in the large majority of cases 20) 
minutes are the outside limit, On the continent, Jewish sermons are longer 
than this, but this is chiefly on festivals when the preacher utilises the oppor- 
tunity of exhorting congregants, who are only birds of passage, and visit the 
synagogue at long intervals. The Maggidim or Jargon preacaers, on 
the other hand, make no attempt at brevity ; they often speak con- 
tinuously for from four to five hours; A Maggid whose 
derosha lasted less than two hours would be locked upon as more or less of 
an impostor, while he himself wou'd scorn to te charged with the serious impn- 
tation of conciseness. During these long orations the interest of the con- 
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gregations, it must be confessed, often flags, and the auditors do not neces- 


_ sarily sit out the whole ; the Maggid preaching in effect to different relays 


who from time to time put in an appearance, We have now become less robust 
the same time we compensate for our dislike of profusion by partaking more 
frequently of the repast. The weekly sermon has only recently been revived 
asa regular Jewish institution, but so long as preachers are wise enough to 
limit their discourses to a maximum of twenty minutes, there is no fear that 
the sermon will lose its importance and attractiveness in the Service of the 


Synagogue. 


The Reading Room of the British Museum is a place of great interest 
to every student, but perhaps especially to the Jews on account of its valu- 
able Hebrew MSS. and Oriental literature. Seldom it is one passes through 
the heavy glass doors without being confronted with one or other Jewish 
literary worker bending intently over some heavy tome or scribbling away 
for dear life. During the last year the number of visitors to the Reading 
Room represents a total of 197,283, whilst the volumes supplied amount to 
1,226,126. The library has acquired some valuable additions lately ; 
the Egenolff German Bible of Frankfort, 1534, adorned with the wood- 
cuts from which the Coverdale Bible imitated illustrations in 1535 ; a unique 
vellum copy of Luther's translation of the Psalms, Leipsic, 1540; the Mal- 
agasy Bible, Antananrivo, 1830-35, of which perfect copies are very rare, 
the chief part of the impression having been destroyed in the persecution ; 
Coverdale’s version of the Psalms, and the “ Bokes of Solomon,” including 
Wisdom and Ecclesiasticus, printed by W. Copland in 1550. Among works 
of more special Jewish interest are recent additions to the already valuable 
collection of Yemen Hebrew MSS., of which an account is given by Dr.

Mrs. Lynn Linton discourses in the Nineteenth Century this 
month on “The Wild Women as_ Politicians,’ and ¢nter alia 
writes as follows: ‘The gentle response of the Jewish women to 
the men’s prouder boast of their material advantages has always 
seemed to us to carry in it the very soul of womanly sweetness : ‘I 
thank Thee, O Lord God, that Thou hast made me according to Thy will.” 
The quotation, of course, is from the Morning Prayer; and Mrs. Lynn Linton’s 
unerring literary instinct has naturally been touched by its beauty and 
meekness. It might help to remove one of the misconceptions 
prevalent about the Jewish Prayer Book —i.e., about Judaism— 
if this gentle response were put into the mouths of the male 
worshippers also, and not confined to the women. It is no proud boast of 
‘‘ material advantages ” in which the Jewish man indulges when he blesses 
Heaven for having refrained from making him a woman. All the authorities | 
concur in construing the utterance as a reference exclusively to those religious 
obligations which Judaism imposes upon males, but from which females, owing 
to the claims of domestic duty, are exempted. In expressing his gratitude 
for his sex, the Jewish man is really rejoicing in a decree which has laid 
upon him a larger share of religious responsibilities. No arrogance prompts such 


thought that additional duties, from which others are free, give the Jew an 

opportunity of yielding to God a life-embracing service. They have no reference 

whatever to any special benefits, except the gift of an exacting 

religion; and indeed the Jews’ whole history proves that the one 
material purpose for which they have been chosen is tosuffer, — | 


It was said of the first well-known Rothschild of Frankfort that he was 
so trusted as to be constantly appealed to as judge in the disputes of his 
Christian neighbours; and the Jewish arbitrator isa familiar figure in 
many mercantile communities. It is interesting to learn that in a sensa- 
tional trial just concluded at Bombay, all the native jurymen were challenged 
except one Indian Jew. The prosecution was against a Parsee for flinging two 

irls of his own faith froma clock-tower. The eight Europeans and one 
ombay Jew who formed the jury acquitted the prisoner, and the significance 
of the incident for us is that the native Jew, by the consent of both parties, 
was placed on the same level for justice and impartiality as the Europeans. 

The parties had not the like faith in native Hindus, Mohammedans, or 
Parsees. In Oriental countries the Jews are in general the intermediaries 
between Europeans and the natives ; their standard of {civilization and mo- 
rality is more nearly that of the West. The reasonis clear. Those Jews 
who are faithful to their religion are guided by a higher Law which preserves 


_ them from many pitfalls against which the baser creeds afford no such safe- 


guard ; and similarly the modern European peoples are preserved from the 


abominations which disfigured the culture of Greece and Rome, so far as 
they have accepted the old Hebrew morality.

THE CHIEF RABBI AT THE NORTH LONDON

THE RUSSIAN JEWS AND EGYPT. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—Since writing you last week under this head I am in receipt of letters 
from Egypt, in which it is incidentally mentioned that a number of Jews, who 
had fled from Corfu, were arriving at Alexandria in search of a new home. Their 
local coreligionists—with the benevolence that distinguishes the race—had 
adopted means to provide the refugees with temporary food and lodging pending 
srrangements for permanent occupation. 

It would appear, however, that these poor victims of Greek fanaticism, 
mostly belong to the urban petty shopkeeper class, which is already too abundant 
in Alexandria, and embrace few, if any, artizans or labourers, which my corres- 
pondent states was specially unfortunate, as employment for such was available 
on the lands under reclamation near Alexandria, referred to in my last letter. 

But my chief object in trespassing again on the hospitality of your columns 
ig to direct the attention of all those disposed to help the victims of Russian 
ersecution, who may seek a home in Egypt, to a M. Rudolf who, it appears is 
the almoner for the relief and protection of the Corfiote Jews. I am not myself 
personally much acquainted with him ; but I know that he is highly-esteemed in 
Alexandria for a life of active benevolence ; and, as respects the Russian Jews 
he possesses the eminent advantage of not only speaking their tongue but is of 
Jewish descent himself and there ore in close sympathy with them. Those inclined 
to promote the emigration of Russian Jews to Egypt could not do better than place 
themselves in correspondence with M. Rudolf who, I feel confident, will cordially 
co-operate in carrying out their object, and furnish such information as may be 

uired, 

Egypt, I repeat, is specially adapted for the settlement of Russian Jews, es- 

ially those of the agricultural, artizan or labouring classes. As said before, 
much of the land is already owned by Jews, who find no difficulty whatever in 
profitably cultivating their estates by native labour, which is both cheap and 
abundant ; and the whole tendency of circumstances is to transfer the ownership 
by land from the Fellaheen, who are ignorant and improvident, to Europeans, who 
are intelligent and enterprising. From a sentimental point of view this aliena- 
tion of the land from the native of the soil may be unfortunate ; but it is not 
Jess the result of economic law, and we must not forget that from the dawn of 
history and under every successive dynasty, the great body of the Egyptian 
people have been “ Adscripti glebae ;’ and that, regret it as we may, the ignorant 
Mahomedan, and especially in Turkey and Egypt, is on that down grade in the 
social scale that reduces him to the position of “ hewer of wood and drawer of 
water.” 

We know how the Jews under the Pharaohs (who were chiefly agriculturists)- 
increased and multiplied with their flocks and herds ; and I firmly believe that 
the modern Jews with their surpassing intelligence, industrial application, and 
iinancial genius, if transplanted to Egypt, would soon create a position for them- 
selves, not less successful but more durable than that of their ancestors, and be- 
come the captains of industry throughout the Delta.

THE EAST END PROBLEM. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


_ §irn—The defect to which the Rev. 8. Singer directed attention in your 
impression of the 10th inst., is neither imaginary nor trivial. English as she is spoke 
'—by some Jews—is not an agreeable language to the sensitive ear ; and, while 
lam resolutely opposed to that servile policy which aims at gaining the good 
will of our neighbours at any price, I disapprove as strongly of peculiarities 
which tend to keep up, without the slightest compensating advantage, the last 
remnant of anti-Jewish feeling in the Gentile mind. The offer of prizes, which 
Mr. Singer announces, is welcome—all the more so, because there is good reason 
to believe that it will effect its object. We Jews are an imitative people, and the 
mimetic faculty has its advantages as well as its drawbacks. If it has been 
the cause of our appropriating with a dangerous facility the mannerisms that 
disfigure the speech of our neighbours, it also enables us to copy with ease their 
linguistic excellencies, It is only thus that we can explain the important posi- 
hon, as regards both numbers and talent, which Jews occupy among English 
actors and reciters. And for those who wish to hear English spoken, pure 
and undefiled, ‘ the play’s the thing,” aseveryone will admit. In this connection 
I may for the nonce, be permitted to speak of myself. Some years ago the Liver- 
pool oung Men’s Christian Association honoured me with an invitation toconduct 
their Elocution Class. I was unable to accept the proffered distinction ; but the 
curious spectacle was very nearly being presented of a number of English 
Uncioans being systematically taught to speak English by a Jew! There is 
clearly, then, another side to the shield ; and the knowledge inspires us with 
the hope that Jewish English—in “ uppercircles,” at any rate—may quickly dis- 
appear before the united influences of education and a wider social intercourse.

No effort is spared to en- 
courage the false notion that everything Russian is stamped with the seal of comm»- 
nal approval. It will besaid, of course, that if we are togain the ear ofour East End 
brethren we must speak to them in their own language, and give them ministers 
after their own heart. This is true; but we must take care, when we have gained 
their ear, that we teach them to their profit, that we tell them some- 
thing worth listening to. If we accommodate our arrangements to their 
needs, it must not be at the expense of the communal well-being, which includes 
the true welfare of our foreign brethren themselves. If we are forced to use 
their language in communicating with them, it must be not merely as a means 
of announcing an approaching distribution of charitable relief, but as a vehicle 
for teaehing them the tongue spoken by the people of the country in which the 
live ; and it is surely not impossible to find ministers in perfect sympathy wit

THE POSITION OF ENGLISH JUDAISM. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—With your usual impartiality—may I add benevolence ?—you have 
devoted a large amount of valuable space to the publication in extenso of the 
sermon which was recently delivered by the Rev. Meldola de Sola at the Bays 
water Synagogue. Beyond a desire to give even reactionary opinions fair play 
and, more judaico, to show kindness to the stranger, itis not easy to discern any 
adequate motive for ensuring to the discourse in question a wider publicity than 
that afforded by the pulpit. Mr. de Sola came some thousands of miles to preach 
his sermon ; but for anything that is new in it he might just as well have 
stayed at home. His arguments in favour of rigid conservatism are utterly stale ; 
they have been the commouplaces of a certain class of preachers and writers for 
the past two years. Inthe Bayswater pulpit they were particularly superfluous, 
seeing that they had already been adduced—and adduced with far greater force 
than even Mr. de Sola can command—by the “‘ eminent man ” whom he thought it 
necessary to honour with repeated expressions of his approval. 

As, however, the sermon has now been preached from your columns to the 
whole of English-speaking Jewry, I claim the right of exposing a few of its many 
fallacies. Mr.de Sola meets the demand for changes in the Service with the 
familiar objection that however “ attractive” public worship may be made, the 
number of congregants will not be permanently increased unless those who attend 
are animated by deep religious feeling. This is a truism which no one disputes. 
It is not to be ex : 
love of music, which they can indulge far better elsewhere ; nor would attendance 
from such a motive be desirable. 
question is, given religious feeling in certain persons who are intellectually and 
spiritually estranged from the Service, how are you going to bring them once 
more to Synagogue ? or if they still attend, how are you going to impress 
them ? Mr. de Sola seems to think that the desired “improvements,” to which 
he refers somewhat contemptuously, are merely musical improvements— 
“ wsthetic,” is the term he applies to them. The changes really demanded, go far 
deeper ; they may include an organ and better singing, but they are mainly con- 
cerned with the very spirit of the liturgy, which they would bring into far closer 
harrnony with modern sentiments. It is just because religious feeling exists 
that these demands are put forward ; it is just because it exists that so many 
persons, to whom the Service is a lifeless and unmeaning body of ritual, syste- 
matically absent themselves from public worship, and slowly but surely drift away 
fromJudaism. They have religious feeling in abundance ; but instead of 
leading them to the House of Prayer, it alienates them from it. 

Are the needs of such people to be recognised or not? That is the real 
question, and utterly irrelevant talk about the powerlessness of “ zsthetic ” Ser- 
vices to hold the worshipper merely confuses the issue. I ask, then, is anything 
to be done to meet the requirements of those Jews who cannot worship in the 


true sense of the word as long as the Service remains what itis? Ifthe answer | 


is No—if we are told that the liturgy is, what a study of its history 
proves that it is not, one of the essentials of Judaism, and 
therefore must not be modified no matter how greatly religion may suffer 
in consequence, we at least know where: we stand. The cry of non 
possumus is irritating, but it is strictly logical. It amounts to this : 
that the ancient institutions of Judaism — the Service ge them—are as 
the Ark of the Covenant, upon which modern hands may not be laid. They are 
a citadel to be defended atall hazards. Religion may perish ; spiritual life may 
cease ; it matters not. Judaism will remain, a relic of the past, shut up in its 
air-tight case,

It follows, then, that ultra-ortho- 
doxy, in Montreal at any rate, has totally failed. Q. E.D. Ifthe inference is unfair, 
where is the justice of the deduction which our friend draws from the instance 
of the New York synagogue ? But he has other awful examples ; there is a 
“Reform ” Minister in New York who has made “the following remarkable 
admission” :—“ Mothers and children have unlearned how to pray. Sabbath 
rest with its cheering song has taken leave of our homes, The flower of piety 
has withered,” &c., &e. Only a stranger who thinks he is competent to dis- 
course on the condition of Judaism in England would fall into the error of be- 
lieving that these words ean be applied solely to the advanced section of our com- 
munity. The desecration of the Sabbath is by no means exclusively a “ Reform” 
characteristic in England ; our orthodox congregations include only too many 
members who go regularly to business on Saturday, and too many others who, if 
they do attend synagogue, fini-h the day with shopping and similar unbecoming 
amusements. As to the mothers and children who “have unlearned how to 
pray,” they are to be found in legions among the so-called orthodox ; those 
who strenously oppose every attempt to make the Service intelligible have taken 
good care of that. Perhaps our visitor who knows so much about English 


_dudaism will tell us the degree of prayerfulness that characterises the 


Jewish mothers and children of the East End, the nursery -of orthodoxy, and 
explain how’ it is that the necessity for Special Services for East End Jewish girls 
has been récognised by an authority so conservative as the Chief Rabbi himself. 
Perhaps, too, while he is about it, he will inform us what those “ masculine duties” 
are, of which liberal Jews are demanding a share for women in the synagogue, 
and the mere idea of. which seems to thrill him with horror, The utmost that 
anyone thinks of asking for is, that women should sing in our choirs, and sit with 
their husbands and children in the House of God. If these are masculine duties 
ITinust go to Canada to Jearn English. Yet Mr. de Sola does not scruple 
to declare that the dignity of woman is threatened by these very innocent 
demands, nor does he think it superfluous to point out, with all 
the emphasis and solemnity befitting the enunciation of a brand- 
new truth, that woman's proper sphere is the home! That old crusted 
piatitude settles the matter. Let the Jewish woman stay at home, and look after 
the domestic religion ; with religion in the synagogue she has no concern. What 
has she to do with thesinging ? Rather let it be excruciatingly bad than that she 
should meddle with it. What title has she to equality as a worshipper in the 
sight of God and of Israel? Let her take a back seat, or a seat in the gallery, 
and be sure the balustrade is of orthodox dimensions ! | 

And now one word more before I take leave of our Canadian friend. Heis good 
enough to pat us English Jews approvingly on the back for the unity of our eccle- 
siastical organisation. Having but one rabbinical head we aresaved, he thinks, from 


the divergences which are the distinguishing note of Transatlantic Judaism. Out- 


wardly, no doubt, we do exhibit greater uniformity. But au fond we are just as 
much at variance with each other in religious matters as Jews are on the other 
side of the Atlantic. If English Judaism were examined, not in the synagogues, 
but in the minds and the lives of its adherents, it would be found to display quite as 
many phases as its Americancongener. All that wesecure by our centralisation is the 


appearance of homogeneity. But the rigid bonds that keep the community one 


in synagogal practice may be in themselves an evil. They may be crushing out 


the religious spirit by denying it that free play which is the very breath of its 
life. The unitormity upon which we are congratulated may be gained at the 


expense of spiritual feeling. In the United States, our critic warns us, “every 
man does what is right in his own eyes.” What could be more lamentable ? 
Well, there is one thing more lamentable still. It is for a man to do in religious 
mmatters what is right in other people’s eyes, to conform to a religion, not with his 
whole soul, but mechanically and listlessly, simply out of respect for authority, 
or froma slavish yeneration for that most delusive of all fetishes—communal 
unity. Does it never occur to us that such outward conformity is ruinous to a 
man’s morale, as well as the grave of the religious sentiment? Better, a thousand 
times better, the freedom to do what is right in one’s own eyes, if the conception 
of right is the result of earnest reflection and of an honest desire to be at one 
with the Highest in worship and in life,

In this connection a most plausible but misleading passage occurs in his dig. 
course, namely, “ When you hear plausible pleadings for additional attractive. 
ness in our form of worship, that it may be brought into harmony with the ideas 
of the cultured and enlightened, bear in mind that culture and enlightenment ara 
only too often synonymous with infidelity and rationalism.” That is an assertion 
of a kind which ought not to be heard from any educated minister of any denomj. 
nation, and is certainly one which our esteemed Chief Rabbi would be incapable 
of making. Moreover, it indicates on the part of Mr. de Sola an utter misappre. 
hension of that culture and enlightenment which are characteristic of the pregent 
generation of English Jews. If his acquaintance with our own community werg 
more thorough he would know that zeal for the Jewish cause and earnest desire 
to do the very best for our religion and our race are deeply rooted among thosg 
sections and individuals who are known to be persons of culture andenlightenment, 
To place those terms, even for rhetorical effect, in antithesis to the ends and aing 
of religion is a hazardous proceeding for any man who is an advocate of religion, 
To suggest to those who are not enlightened and are without culture that the a. 
quisition of such things is of possible danger to religion is tantamount to an 
admission on the preacher's part that religion is more Jikely to thrive wherg 


both in the Catholic Church and our own have thriven on the soil of ignor. 
ance. But the Jew who fears culture and is afraid of the word enlightenment 
must have a poor conception indeed of religion generally and of Judaism in par. 
ticular. 


Further, Mr. de Sola’s attempt to dispose of all genuine desires for the im- 
provement of our ritual in that single phrase which I have quoted and to shelter 
himself behind the screen of what he is pleased to call “ ecclesiastical authority,” 
and the “ fiat of Jewish Law in all questions of dispute” is a painful exhibition 
of that stolid and unreasoning obstinacy which, before the arrival of the late 
Chief Rabbi in this country, forced the ever to be regretted schism in London. 


There is a sorrowful spirit of stagnation in the utterances of Mr. de Sola, and 
a disposition to shut his eyes and his ears to other incidents that take place in 
human history besides “ ecclesiastical authority” and “ the fiat of Jewish Law.” 
If Mr. de Sola can see his way to place “ ecclesiastical authority” and the “ fiat 
of Jewish Law” on a track that will run parallel with the exigencies of time and 
the changes of life from age to age I am in hearty agreement with him. It is 
because I believe that to be possible, that I for one am sanguine as to the future 
of Judaism. But if he thinks that the shunted truck on which “ ecclesiastical 
authority ” and the “fiat of Jewish Law” were laid at the time of the compila- 
tion of the Shulchan Aruch can serve as a guarantee of the triumph of Judaism 
then indeed has Mr. de Sola adopted the tactics of the ostrich and truly bliad- 
folded himself. 


Anybody reading Mr. de Sula’s sermon might imagine that the form of wor- 


ship which still obtains in the English synagogues was in complete accord with 


the spirit of this generation. Now I do not hesitate to say, without fear of con- 
tradiction, that there is not one educated man or woman in a thousand of my own 
eneration to whom the present system of worship is satisfactory. I might go 
urther and state that it ‘fails to answer to the spiritual needs and aspirations of 
English Jews. It is only endured and tolerated because of the extreme difficulty 
of getting it improved ina manner that may not produce any violent rupture 
with “ecclesiastical authority ” as understood by Mr. de Sola. The prayer-book 
itself is in urgent need of revision. The length and the tedium of the services 
and the senseless repetitions are such that even in the Bayswater Synagogue the 
greater part and the most spiritual part of the Sabbath morning service 1s 
practically abandoned. The crowded congregation in which Mr. de Sola rejoices 
only assembles in time to hear the reading of the Jaw. I was present in the 
synagogue the last time, I think, when the Chief Rabbi preached there. Nothin 
less than a sermon from him would encourage me to attend that service, and 
would say that in spite of the sermon which was admirable, the service appeared 
to me to be intolerable. As to the singing, it was atrocious. I do not believe 
that any person would deny that. If it were true, as one is sometimes inclined 
to believe through a visit to a synagogue, that the Jews were the most unmusical 
race in creation, the kind of singing to be heard at the Bayswater Synagogue 
would not remove that impression. __ | rare 
Now as to “ ecclesiastical authority,” I doubt whether Jewish ecclesiastical 
authority approves the state of things which I have described. Possibly the 
“fiat of Jewish Law” as understood by Mr. de Sola may have the effect of 
approving it inasmuch as it has often attempted to regulate conditions to-day 7 
Laws which were formulated centuries ago when quite other conditions prevailed. 
If Mr. de Sola believes that that mode of procedure can be successfull persevered 
in, then it is not too much to say that he commits a fatal error of judgment. The 
human conscience and the individual conscience can never respond to something 
which does not appeal to it, nor can it abrogate its duty of being true to itself. 
A conscience which in order to be true to itself cannot bend to Mr. de Sola’s “ fiat 
of Jewish Law” conceived many centuries ago by fallible men, may encounter 
all the epithets with which his sermon abounds, but that conscience and those 
consciences will take their course all the same. ea : 

_ It isimpossible to deal adequately with the many subjects raised by this 
sermon within the space at my disposal. There are some which I cannot p 
over. In speaking of women, Mr. de Sola says: “ Let them not be deceived by 
the cry so popular with the advocates of innovation that they should participate 
more actively in the service of the synagogue. The dignity of woman was never 
yet enhanced by her assumption of masculine duties.” This is a dangerous confusion 
of ideas which bear no logical relation to one another. It can have but one 


meaning. It means retrogréssion ; that women should go back to the religious 
status of previous generations. 

In another place Mr. de Sola speaks of the Chief Rabbi and of the “ Law of 
of which he is the representative,” and which “ will not permit him to sanction 
anything that may be contrary to it. Furtheron he says “it is greatly to be 
desired that the communal good sense will frown down in no uncertain ver nr 
any attempt to criticise his decisions on the part of laymen or students, fres 
from College,” &c. The moment our community abandon the duty to criticise 
any particular decision which may happen to be mistaken, their “ good sense 
will be gone, and English Judaism will be doomed. : 

I notice that the whole of this sermon re ts Judaism - 
a system of forms and observances — God and ligion are almos 
ignored. The Jewish community are placed in a position of unques- 
tioning submission to an isolated authority. No papal sermon could Se et 
uncompromising nor more definitely tinged with sacerdotalism. God forbid tt . 
our eregrey should ever come to that. It is quite contrary to the concept 
to which the Chief Rabbi gave utierance in his inaugural sermon. ‘There he Os 
presented himself asa pastor, not as a Pope.

COMMUNAL SOLIDARITY. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sin,—The Rev. Mr. de Sola, of Montreal, has been congratulating us in this 
country upon the communal solidarity which compares favourably with the inde- 
dent positions occupied by Jewish congregations in America. At the same 
time, however, a8 we accept the tribute thus accorded us, we cannot shut our 
aves to the fact that, Mr. de Sola’s compliment notwithstanding, we are not making 
quite the best possible use of the opportunities for concerted communal action 
afforded us by that peculiar constitution of the Anglo-Jewish community to 
which Mr. de Sola has called attention, The Anglo-Jewish community, not slow 
asa general rule to appreciate the means adopted by other denominations for 
the furtherance and development of their religious utility, has exhibited a per- 
sistent indifference to the benefits of conference which deprives us of the one 
thing needed to establish a perfection get I the unqualified encomiums of 
the Rev. Meldola de Sola. Had Mr. de Sola been more critical than compli- 
mentary, he would have said that we certainly possess all the elements necessary 
for the formation of a solid community, but unaccountably and regrettably we 
rmit them to lie dormant. He would have indicated that with potent forces 
bor good at our command, we neglect the scientific manipulation which would 
easily place at our disposition the resultant of them all. It is not too much to 
say that the establishment of a periodical Conference is, per ae, greatly to be desired. 
It would be a distinct advantage, if only simply to bring together Jews from all 
rts of England, of all shades of opinions, and of all grades of social position. [f 
nothing more were done than to bring them into touch with each other, the 
trouble would certainly be justified. Little else was accomplished by the first 
Conference upon the Rabbinate. Itwas felt, however, and it was felt rightly, 
that the iaedexeok justified its existence for no other reason than because it was 
a conference. 

The complex interests of Jews throughout the world, the economic questions 
more or less actually connected or popularly associated with distinctly Jewish 
labour, the varying demands with regard to synagogue: procedure ; and last, but 
not least, the gerne needs of provincial congregations are matters which, singly 
and collectively, require that careful study which the interchange of opinion in a 
wholly representative conference can alone afford. | 

If upon these or any of these subjects metropolitan Jews have more to teach 
than to learn, surely they will not, for that reason, refuse the benefit of their 
advice and co-operation to their brethren in small provincial congregations who 
need it none the less because, alas, they are too often satisfied with their own 
limited resources’ and capabilities. Indeed, it so happéns that some of the 
weightiest interests of the Anglo-Jewish community are greatly affected in places 
and among people where there is little ability to deal with them. They are con- 
stantly being committed to the charge of those far removed from metropolitan 
influences, whose capacities vary all too frequently inversely as the need for 
prompt, united and intelligent action. A periodical Conference would bring such 
questions, and they are many, to the light, and would secure for them the calm 
judicial consideration which they greatly need and which, locally, they cannot 
receive. A conference on the lines which you have for many years consistently 


advocated, would afford a potent and legitimate means of arousing the intelligent | 


ambition of communal workers in all places. It would weld together the discon- 
nected elements in the community, and it would afford to the general public a 
means of authoritative representative communication of the Jewish position on all 


questions which others may well demand and which we have the right to supply. |

I cannot understand Mr. Cohen’s objection 
to Cominittees, seeing that it is a Committee, and one of which he is the head, 
that is about to deal with the question with his full approval. But this by the 
way. I earnestly trust that everyone who has the wel are of the poor at heart 
will generously help to furnish the requisite funds for what must neces- 
sarily be an expensive scheme. While acknowledging, however, that the 
sick poor have the first claim on our sympathy, and that additional nurses for 
them means additional chances of recovery, I hardly think that the action of the 
Board in this respect, far-reaching and beneficent as it will be, deals with the 
whole matter, and that the lack of Jewish Nurses for the wealthier class and for 
our Institutions need give us noconcern. The correspondence that took place in 
yout columns when this question was first mooted showed that the want was felt

Tae crusade against pauper immigration has reached an acuter stage. The 
Association for Preventing the Immigration of Destitute Aliens has held a 
public meeting. The Bisnor of Beprorp presided, supported by several 
representative gentlemen, and several gentlemen who represented only them- 
seives.

How great the suffering will be,whether it will be 
permanent or merely temporary, whether the immigration is an unmitigated 
evil, or whetherit may not prove a good in the long run, how the suffering can 
be alleviated—all these are questions for further consideration, The matter 
demands the most careful inquiry,and is ill threshed outin the heats of platform 
oratory. There is no commoner error in political economy than to form. con- 
clusions from the mere surface of things ; it is a realm in which causation is 
extremely complex, and action and reaction infinitely subtle. It is only to 
the superficial that this immigration is so palpable and unmistakeable a 
bogey, so wholly and irredeemably a curse. If any fresh light had been 
thrown on the subject at this Prince’s Hall meeting, we should have been the 
first to welcome it; if any statistics or arguments had been adduced toshow that 
the action of the Jewish authorities in “ passing on” or re-patriating the 
immigrants was insufficient to cope with the evil, and that the need was so 
great that Englishmen must sacrifice to it their ideal of hospitality and 
welcome to the refugee, then English Jews would hasten loyally to co-operate 
with the Agsociation and its sympathisers. But so far from this, all the 
arguments were mere assertions, and all the facts (if we may be permitted 
the bull) were fictions. Mr. Ben Tituterr placed the number of destitute 
Immigrants at 1,000 a week. It is a pity the Hart or Dunraven did not 
preside, as he intended, for his connection with the parliamentary investiga- 
tion would have enabled him to check this impertinent flight of fancy. What 


made by Jewish bodies and journals, if wild fallacies of this sort are still 
about and go unreproved in meeting the members of which seem to have 
shown every enthusiasm save that for facts! Mr. R.G. Wessrer, M.P. made 
it 31,000 a year, and both calculations appear to have been received as con- 
gruous by an unarithmetical audience. There was, too, a suspicious eager- 
ness to claim that there was here no connection with Free Trade or Fair 
Trade, though the prominence of Mr. Lowruer on the platform must have 
tended to give the agitation a Protectionist colouring, just as, by the way, the 
chairmanship of the Bishop of the East End was regrettably liable to 
religious misconstruction in the minds of the Jews of the district. And yet 
can it be denied that the ‘‘ Protection” instinct is at the bottom of the 
whole business ? It is said that these immigrants depress wages, yet did 
they but send their goods from Germany, instead of making them on the 


spot, the Free-traders would welcome the ‘ wholesome competition.” Not 


that it is invariably true that they do depress wages or prices. Did not, 
for instance, the organ of the bootmakers testify to the exact contrary 
only a few weeks back? Then again, are not the Jew workers consumers 
as well as producers? Do they not ‘‘demand” more labour from the 
existing English workers as well as “supply” fresh? What a pity the 
gentleman who wished to speak against the resolutions was not allowed 
a hearing! He might have reminded the meeting of these facts. 


But after all you cannot expect facts in a popular meeting, nor the 
still, small voice of logic. When Mr. Buxton,M.P. said that England might 
well copy the example of America, and force the shipowners to take 
their living cargoes back again, there was no one to remind him that the 
proportion thus sent back from America was only 1 in 1,000, so that 
even on Mr. Tittert’s figures, this specific would rid you of only 52 a year 
out of 52,000. When Mr.-Wessrer, M.P. said that the aliens served to 
swell the crime and immorality of the metropolis, he forgot, or did not know, 
that the Jewish aliens at least serve rather as an object lesson in domestic 
morality. — 

What shall a hundred such meetings profit the Truth? By all 
means let us legislate, if needs be, for this extraneous growth in the body 
corporate, but let us have no legislation by panic.

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


The New Review for August will contain two articles on “ Jewish Colonisa- 
tion and the Russian Persecution,” written respectively by Mr. Arnold White 
and Mr. E. B. Lanin. : 


On the invitation of Signor Bonghi, a number of the most pfominent Chris- 
tian residents in Rome held a meeting at which a Committee for the relief of the 
Jews in Russia was constituted with himself as President, and the Duke di Serlo- 
neta as one of its members. Signor Bonghi declared that it was the duty of 
Italy, in which the Jews had never given ground for complaint, to take under 
its protection the poor people who had fallen victims tothe blind prejudice of 
national fanatics. 

WASHINGTON, JULY, 28.—A telegram was received atthe State Department 
yesterday containing official information that the Czar has, at the instance of the 
United States, ordered a temporary relaxation of the measures for the expulsion of 
the Jews from Russia. This isa great compliment to the United States, for 
although the relaxation is described as a temporary respite until the Czar has had 


time to consult his political advisers, yet it will doubtless lead toa permanent modi- 


fication of the orders which have been issued for their expulsion. A deputation of 
the leading Jewish citizens, headed by Messrs. Jesse Seligman and Oscar Strauss, 
visited the President, who, in reply to the representations made to him, promised 
to use his best endeavours to bring about the object they had at heart. Mr. Emory 
Smith, the American Minister to Russia, was communicated with, and he suc- 
ceeded in bringing the matter to the notice of the Czar in the form of a personal 
message {rom the President. After Mr. Smith’s departure from St. Petersburg, Mr. 
Crawford, the American ConsalGeneral, renewed the appeal to his Imperial Majesty. 
Mr, Crawford, who has been identifiea with American interests in the Russian 
capital for many years, is a great favourite with the Russians, and doubtless the 
success of the action of the United States Government in so delicatea matter is 
very largely due to this fact.—Da/zicl. 

WASHINGTON, JULY 29.—With regard to the statement telegraphed to London: 
and published by several English papers asserting that official information had 
been received at the State Department that the Czar had, at the instance of the 
United States, ordered a temporary relaxation of the measures for the expulsion of 
the Jews from Russia, it is declared at the State Department to be absolutely 
nnotrue that any such intelligence has been received.—Reuter, 

Among th» concessions obtained from the Czar, as the result of Mr. Arnold 
White's recent mission to Russia on behalf of Baron Hirsch, there were two which 
will probably have considerable effect on the situation with regard to the persecu- 
tion of the Jews in that country. The first is the practical abolition of the costly 
passport system. Up to the present those of the would-be refugees who sought to 
obtain a properly authorized passport had to pay 12 roubles for it, and they were 
also required to travel to the place where they were “inscribed.” Henceforth this 
requirement will no longer be in force, while the passports will be free. In addition 
to the advantages which will thus be conferred on the poorer class of Jews, a check 
wiil be put on a state of things which has contributed in no slight degree to the 
severity of the persecutions, the frontier and other officials having found it to their 
personal interest to encourage proceedings which have enabled them to levy black- 
mail on refugees who, not being provided with proper passports, have had to bribe 
everyone who might otherwise stop them in their attempts to leave the country. 
The other concession, and one that may be regarded as of still greater importance, 
is the authority given for the formation of emigration committees throughout 
Russia, and for the promotion of emigration schemes in connexion with the ceatral 
Berlin Committee, the work in this direction having, up to the present, had to be 
carried on in secret, As regards these emigration schemes themselves they have 
been adversely criticized on the ground that the idea of removing 5,000,000 Jews 
from Russia, and settiing them in other parts of the world, would be so costly as 
to be absolutely impracticabie. It is, however, believed that there would be no 
necessity to deal with, at the outside, more than one-fifth of the entire number,and 
it is argued that by the time that 1,000,000, or still fewer, of the very pick of the 
Jews had been brought out of the country, the effect on Russia, from a commercial 
and financial standpoint, would be so disastrous that the Russian Government, in 
the interests of the nation itself, would speedily bring the persecutions to an end. 
In the meantime, it may be added, there is an expectation that the effect of the 
concessions referred to above will be to give a great impetus to the migration from 
Russia already proceeding, and that, whatever may be the real facts as to the 
extent of the influx of Russian refugees into England at the present time, the 
arrivals are sure to assume much larger proportions probably in the course of a few 
months. This probability is regarded as giving additional weight to the demand 
now being made that England should follow the example alike of America and 
er in stopping the admission of absolutely destitute aliens into the country. 
— Times. 

Mr. J. Manners Romanis, St. Petersburg, writes to the Times :— . 


Sir,—In your issue of the 16th there is an articleon “ The Persecution of Russian 


Jews,” in which the writer gives a summary of the observations made by Mr. 
Arnold White while in Russia on the philanthropic scheme devised by Baron 
Hirsch. I do not desire to say anything on that scheme, but simply to call atten- 
tion to one sentence in the article in question. The correspondent says :— 
“He (that is Mr. White) was shown a number of Jews who were being sent off 
en étape with a gang of murderers and felons, he being told that they had been put 
in irons, and were thus being marched off, simply because they were Jews ; whereas 
he found that, as a matter of fact, they were criminals also, and were simply being 
dealt with as such.” The question of innocent Jews being condusztei in chains 
through the streets of Moscow is a matter which attracted my close attention 
during an extended visit to that city, and the result of my observations was that 
such is really the case, and is no fancy or invention. I have seen respectable Jews 
chained in couples marching with companies of felons and vagabonds, being con- 
ducted from the forwarding prison to the station by the soldiers of the special 
force known as the “convoy.” I can give names and dates, and I challenge the 
responsible authorities to show cause why men, who had passports and had 
committed no crime, were exposed to this public outrage. 

BERLIN, JULY 26.—Signs are not wanting that the flood of emigration of

A telegram tothe Frankfurter Zeitung states 
that 60 Russian Jews who had arrived at Genoa have been expelled by order of the 
Italian Government and forced to return to Marseilles. The Prussian authorities 
have just expelled from their territory a second-hand clothes dealer called J acob- 
sohn on the ground that he wasa Russian Jew, Jacobsohn has been 16 years an 
inhabitant of Berlin. The Jewish community of Cologne has subscribed 50,000 
marks for the relief of the Jewish refugees from Russia. Half a million marks 
have been raised by the Jews of Frankfort for the same object.— Times.

THE RUSSO-JEWISH IMMIGRANT. 


— 


The Rev. S. Singer has an article under this title in the Haglish Illustrate 
Magazine for August. After a reference tu the poor relations with which races like 
families are burdened, Mr. Singer says :—‘‘ Whatever be the faults of the Jews as, 
race, no one who knows them, however cursorily, will assert that they manifest 
any disposition to discard or to abandon to their fate those luckless members of 
their house whose chief offence it is to have been born Jews under the dominion of 
the Emperor of all the Russias. The Russo-Jewish immigrant is the poor rela 
tion of the more fortunate English member of the family. Where he comes fron, 
and why he comes here ; what is done for him when he comes; what he does for 
himself ; whether he is of use to the state that hospitably shelters him—these az 


interesting account of the main sources of the stream of immigration follows, in 

which some individual cases of special interest are given. Mr. Singer then men- 

tions the movement for the Colonisation of Palestine, but the majority of the exiles, 
he avers, “ set their faces towards the setting sun. Following next, but at a con- 
siderable distance after America, England is the country upon which the tide of 

immigration breaks.” Mr. Singer shows what is.being done in London to cope 
with the difficulties inseparable from this state of things, the efforts of the Jewish 
philanthropic societies being especially directed to prevent immigrants becoming 4 
burden to the British ratepayer, to their becoming sooner or later bread-winners for 
themselves and families in that branch of industry for which they may be best fitted, 
and to find homes for emigrants wherever possible: in countries less populous than 
England and more fitted for Colonisation. Mr. Singer takes care, however, to warn 
the reader not to suppose that ‘‘ money is lavished upon the immigrant in sheer fits 
of philanthropic ecstasy. No endeavour has been spared to render him self-reliant, 
and to save him from the evils, material and moral, consequent upon the indi 
criminate distribution of money doles. Jews know how to estimate at their true 
value alms whose aim or effect is, not so much to relieve the recipient from his 
troubles, as to relieve the giver from the trouble of thinking.” He also emphasises 
the fact that these immigrants must not be spoken of as pauper aliens, “A paupe? 
is a person whose support becomes a charge upon the public rates. That is exactly 
what the Russo-Jewish immigrant is not. Poor relations they may be, these 
tims of a blind and inhuman policy ; but an invincible sense of religious and racia 

kinship, and an ideal of honourthat has not been dimmed by centuries of political 
and social degradation, are some warranty that the house of Israel will not suffer 
the most distant and the lowliest connection of theirs to sink to the status ot 4 
pauper.”

| America has issued its second substantial work, the first volume of the 


‘deed edition of Graetz’s “ History of Judaism.” Like the previous publica- 
lady Magnus’ outlines of Jewish History, which have such 
, splendid success, this work is a reproduction of the English edition. I fear, 
however, that the average American is easily surfeited with history or that it 
requires the charming style of a Katie Magnus to induce him to read more than 
the first few pages. Graetz is a valuable addition to any library, however 
modest, but I fear the delay in producing this work has damaged the interests of 
the society yet more—a delay for which they are not to blame, but the original 
translators and publishers. Unless I have been misinformed, two able members 
of the Publication Committee have laboured over six months in “ straightening 
out” the English of the original. The Chronicle in its review criticized one or 
two defective passages in the work when it appeared ; the American revisers say 
that such are theré by the hundreds. It is just possible that one at least of the 
revisers is somewhat hypercritical, But this will not explain all. Incidentally I 
may say that there is some dissatisfaction with the Publication Society because 
of its other publication. The juvenile novel issued last year treating of an inci- 
dent in the life of Sir Moses Montefiore fell flat ; another work of romance by a 
young Philadelphian, Milton Goldsmith, who has yet to achieve a reputation as a 
writer, Will, I am afraid, fall with a thick thud next winter when it appears. At 
any rate, these. two novels are not what might be expected of a Jewish Publica- 
tion Society. If it cannot do something to diffuse religious knowledge and 
enthusiasm, then at least its members have a right to expect of it that it will 
stimulate race’ pride, There are dozens of volumes of the best productions of 
Jewish minds in Germany, France, England and Poland, that should be made 
available to the American Jew. It was thought at one time, that the Society 
would do its duty towards that most gifted and sympathetic Jewess, Emme 
Lazarus. The public has learned to love her distinctively Jewish poems, and the 
high encomiums heaped on her verse and memory, have done much to raise the 
Israelites of America in public esteem. But she left some prose that is even 
superior, amongst the rest “The Epistles to the Hebrews,” which appearing in 
the American Hebrew in 1882, roused the Jews of America to their sense of duty 
towards their suffering Russian brethren. I happen to know that her collected writ- 


| ings were offered to the Society gratis, and yet they have a gerne accepting them. 
0 


However, I cannot leave the Publication Society without some praise. They 
have determined to issue tracts from time to time, and they begin with a reprint 
of the pamphlet of the Russo-Jewish Committee of London and its appendix to 
the report of the Mansion House Committee. For this they deserve the greatest 
praise, 
The poor Russians are still uppermost in our thoughts as they are in yours, and 
some are already predicting an outburst of anti-Semitism on their account. Certain 
it is that the “anti-alien” cry is very strong, but the Jew does not receive the 
brunt Of it—or, if at all, it is from his own brethren. Rabbi Solomon Schindler, 
of Boston, has condemned them in a very undeserved manner in the magazine, 
The Arena, and has also declaimed—he 3 original if nothing else—against exiles 
of intolerance of all kinds. The jin de siécle “ liberal” Jews of Chicago have 
said that they cannot receive Baron de Hirsch’s money because they do not want 
any more of their brethren—their charities are caring for as many as they can 
provide for. Meanwhile no new big schemes for their relief are being put on 
foot, although many are spoken of. The New York De Hirsch Committee will 
take several thousands from the congested tenement districts of the metropolis, 
aud place them in healthy, clean homes at a half hour's ride from the city, with 
all the advantages of free rent, and it is hoped that they will be satisfied. 
The distress is however very keen. Several more “ Sisterhoods of Charity ” are 
doing good work in New York, as are the “ Daughters in Israel” in Baltimore ; 
the new Hebrew Institute in the former city will shortly open. The Jewish 
Alliance of America has 30 branches throughout the country, but cannot expect to 
g0 to work. until next year shows 50,000 members. Meanwhile land schemes by the 
dozen for the relief of the Russians are being put in the papers. The Western 
Jews want to get a two million acre grant from the Mexican Government: but 
they have no means of supporting the poor during their apprenticeship and while 
they are tilling the ground.

RUSSIA AND ABYSSINIA. 


In an article on Russian plans and projects in Abyssinia, a correspondent of 
the Zimes describes the cunning with which the Russian agents hope to establieh 
satisfactory relations with the native clergy. The Abyssinian Aboona may be 
roughly described as a High Priest, just as the Abyssinian place of worship might 
be termed a Christian Synagogue, and the Abyssinian religion a cross between 
heretical Christianity and degenerate Judaism, which has managed to retain many 
of the most serious defeots of both. The Russian Emissary, Mashkoff, has been 
instructed to handle the religious question with the utmost tact and circumspection. 
It is in consequence of these instructions that he has been proclaiming to his 


Egyptian and French acquaintances the identity in all essential points of the Abys- | 


tinian and the Russian Orthodox Churches, and declaring that no pious Russian 

could have a moment’s hesitation about entering an Abyssinian church, offering up 

his prayers there, and complying with all the prescriptions of the liturgy. This is 
a somewhat startling assertion on the part of a member of the Greek Church, con- 

sidering that Abyssinian Christianity still holds on to many of the prescriptions of 
the Mosaic Law, strictly observes the Jewish Sabbath as well as the Christian Sun- 
day, eo that manual labour is forbidden from Friday evening till Monday morning; 
declares certain animals, like the goose, unclean and unfit for human food; forbids 
the consumption of any but Kosher meat, which is obtained by uttering a short 

prayer to the Holy Ghost during the slaughter of the animal ; and declares circum- 

cision a means of salvation. On the other hand, it cannot be denied that the two 
Churches have much in common, their priests stand on the same intellectual and 
morel level; the great body of the laymen of both churches see nothing incon- 
gruous in that strange mixture of superstition and ethical laxity which Europeans 
term impiety ; they both have, as nearly as possible, an equal numbér ot holidays 
in the year, the Abyssinians elightly taking the lead ; the tasts are as frequent and 
austere in the kingdom of the Negus as in the empire of the north, and the popular 
belief in the continuous interposition of Divine Providence in all the ups and downs 
of the life of an obscure sinner, even to the extent of assisting him to steal his 


friend's mule, or to cut his neighbour’s throat, is as firm and unshaken in Abyssinia | 


as in Holy Russia. These are some of the considerations which provably determined 


the Russian authorities to sanction or connive at a step which strict orthodox ~ 
theology wou!d gladly disavow ; and it must be conceded that a Church, which, 


like that of Russia, counts among its faithful sheep hundreds of thousands of 
Shamans, Buddhists, and other idolaters whom it has never seriously attempted to 
instruct or assimilate, will lose little by giving hospitality to an ecclesiastical com- 
munity whose Christian errors contain nothing more heiuous than the denial of 
one of the natures of Christ (the Monophysite heresy) and whose Judaizing propensi- 
ties are satisfied with the observance of the Sabbath, the establishment of Kosher, 
and the rite of circumcision. The Abyssinians are bitterly hostile to Protestants 
and Catholics alike, and, if the truth must be told, not wholly without reason. Toe 
Protestant missionaries allowed their tact to be swallowed up by their apostolic 
fervour, while the Catholics forgot their religion in their eagerness to carry on a 
political intrigue. The indifference and bonhomic of the Orthodox Russian simply 
fascinates theAbyssinian, whose churches are frequently adcraed with banners and 
icons representing mostly Slavonic saints which are male in Muscovite workshops 
and purchased in Jerusalem by the Goojamee, who maks frequent pilgrimages to 
the Holy Land. All this is well known to Lieutenant Masbkoff and the monk 
Tikhon, who have instructions to mould the religious question into a powerful lever 
to be used in Abyssinia as it was heretofore employed against the Lurks in the 


Balkan Peninsula. The spirit of tolerance breathed by the message which Tikhon 


is taking to the Negus, that the Czar of Muscovy is a member of the same Church 
as his brother of Abyssinia, is so ludicrously unlike any thesis that ever issued from 
the theological laboratory of Russian Orthodoxy that its profane origin is legibly 
stamped in every word of it. The Jesuits in China who horrified the cast-iron 
Dominicans by declaring Confucius a saint seated in Abraham's bosom might possi- 
bly have been shocked in turn at the audacious doctrines of Father Tikhon, acd 
certainly the Russian Israelite who learns that his Emperor is desirous of appear- 
ing as the protector of a religion that is at least half-Jewish in its rites and cere- 
monies and scarcely half-Christian in its beliefs must experience sensations whic 

sorely test his loyalty and considerably ruffle his peace of mind. | 


INDIGENT BLIND InsTITUTION.—The Committee of the Institution for the 
Relief of the Indigent Blind of the Jewish Persuasion has issued an appeal with 
which are combined the report and accounts for the year 1890, the seventy-second 

ear of the charity's existence. The number of pensioners at present on the books 
bs sixty, including three who have just been elected, the pensions paid in 1890 
having amounted to £1,193 12s., being the largest amount ever expended under that 
head. The annual subscriptions were £456 14s. 6d., and donations amounting to 
£182 48. were received. Dividends on the funded property reached £639, and 
legacies £177 93. This institution has long since practically abolished the voting 
system, and all deserving applicants are relieved without being put to the trouble 
of a contested election. No expense is incurred for the collection of subscriptions, 
which are either forwarded directed to the secretary, or paid through the bankers 
of the contributors.

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THE REV. MR. SINGER’S PRAYER BOOK, 

We cordially welcome the second edition of the Daily Prayer Book, trans- 
lated by the Rev. 8. Singer. The first edition was exhausted-within a few weeks 
of publication, owing as much to the unprecedented excellence of the book as to 
the phenomenally low price at which it was issued, one shilling. 

It will be remembered that the publication, as stated in the Preface, “ owes 
its origin to the generosity and public spirit of Mrs. Nathaniel Montefiore, by 
whom the entire cost has om defrayed.” We are glad to notice in the Preface 
to the second edition that the name is given of the accomplished scholar to 
whom the credit is due for the admirable translation of the various Biblical pas- 
sages ; as we mentioned at the time, this was mainly the work of Mr. Claude G. 
Montefiore to whom Mr. Singer says he is greatly indebted for much other 
help in connection with the Prayer Book. The correspondents who wrote to us 
last year to point out errors that had crept in, both in the Hebrew text and the 
English translation, will be glad to know that the new edition is free from such 
blemishes. The enormous amount of labour, which we know has been spent upon 
the revision of the Hebrew, should therefore ensure from carping critics at least 
the admissicn that whatever patient labour could do to secure correctness, has 
been accomplished. The service rendered to the community generally by Mr. 
Singer in this Prayer Book cannot be over-rated or overpraised. If gratitude be, 
as it has been wittily described, a sense of thankfulness for favours to come, 
the gratitude of the community should encourage Mr. Singer to complete the 
work he has commenced by giving to English-speaking Jews a translation of the 
Festival Prayers as prayerful and as scholarly as the Tephillah. It is due to 
Messrs. Wertheimer, Lea and Co., that a word of praise be added for the masterly 
style in which they have printed the volume, especially as the production of 
Hebrew works, by the typographical process, is rendered most difficult, techni- 
cally speaking, on account the delicacy of the points, and their liability to 
breakage. | 


“LYRA ANGLO-JUDAICA.” 


— 


The first part has appeared of the Rev.F rancis L.Cohen’s Lyra Anglo-Judaica— 
a work which promises to mark an epoch in the history of Anglo-Jewish devotional 
music. The object of the work is to provide a much-needed collection of hymns 
and tunes suitable for use in the synagogue, the school, the Religion class and 
the home, and thus to place English Jews, in this respect, in as favourable a posi- 
tion as that of their Christian neighbours. If we may adopt the ez pede herculem 
yrocess in this case we can confidently predict success for Mr. Cohen’s efforts. 

his first instalment gives excellent promise. It comprises twelve psalms or 
hymns, all of which are likely to become favourites, either because of the words 
or the tune or both. 

Each poem is given in Hebrew and English, the latter, very properly, being 
a metrical paraphrase, rather than a slavishly literal translation, so that the tunes 
can be sung either to Hebrew or English words at pleasure. The majority of the 
paraphrases are from the pen of Mr. Cohen himself ; but occasionally he has 
recourse to existing versions. Thus the Hundredth Psalm is accompanied by the 
metrical rendering of W. Kethe (1580), and Psalm cxxxvi by an adaptation of 
Milton's version. Some verses from Psalms xlii and xcii, however, being intended 
for use as anthems, are supplied with what is practically a literal translation. 

In seeking for his hymns Mr. Cohen has travelled far enough. He has made 
selections from Ibn Gebirol, Jehudah Halevi, Israel Najara, Abraham and Moses 
Ibn Ezra and Isaac Loria. The last-named is represented by the once well-known 
hymn from the Sabbath Zemiroth, commencing with the words 78%") 7} Oy. It 
would be a startling, but none the less pleasing, result of the publication of the 
present werk if some of the old Zemiroth were once more heard in well-to-do 
families, residing, let us say, in West End mansions. This selection from the 
Zemiroth is set, of course, to its own traditional tune, but for some of the other 
hymns in the collection melodies have had to be found, and in the performance 
of this congenial task the editor has been very happy. Thus Najara’s poem is 
wedded to the old melody of Yetsiv Pithgam, ahid. owing to modern changes in 
the liturgy, is fast disappearing from the synagogue. Similarly Psalm cxxxvi. is set 
to the ancient Sephardi tune known as “ Bemotsae.” That Mr. Cohen is sufficiently 
catholic in his selections is evidenced by his resorting to the familiar melody of the 
old Genevan Psalter for a setting for the Hundredth Psalm and to: Vincent Novello 
for the music for Psalm xlii. Naumbourg and. Sulzer are also laid under con- 
tribution. It remains to be added that the music is printed both in the staff and 
the tonic solfa notations, and that the work is being issued under the auspices 
of the Jacob Abraham Franklin Fund. And here we would suggest that it 
would be more convenient if, in future parts of the work, the words of one verse 
were invariably placed under the music. As tothe usefulness of the publication 
there can be no question. It will supply a want that has long been felt. There 
is a great need of a collection of hymns suitable for use at special Services— 
particularly Services for children, which are now happil coming into vogue— 
as well as in schools and as adjuncts to family prayers. Hitherto there has been 
no means of supplying this want, the ordinary Tephillah containing but few 
suitable hymns ; to say nothing of the difficulty of finding appropriate music. 


All these obstacles will now be removed, thanks to Mr. Cohen’s skilful labours, 


of which not the least gratifying result will be the restoration to favour of some 
of our ancient hymns and tunes, which hitherto have seemed to be doomed to 
utter oblivion. As an aid to devotion the work ought to be enormously effective. 
The beautiful ideas and language of the sweet singers of Israel, mediwval as well 
as Biblical, will, by its aid, be stored up in the memory of the youthful wor- 
shipper, and cherished all the more lovingly because of the tuneful music to 
which they are wedded. There ought to be a wide demand for the work (it is

was rescued from the fire which took place inthe synagogue of Worms in 1689, # 
that it is one of the very few books saved at that time.

which a few complete copies exist, one being in the Bodleian, and another in 
British Museum.

terday week to lay before that body the views of the trade on matters affecting 
the supply of meat to the Jewish community. 

Before the deputation was admitted, Mr. S. Montacu, M.P., the President of 
the Board, stated that as he would have to leave immediately for the House of 
Commons, he would not be able to hear the statements of the representatives of 
the butchers. He would, however, suggest that the Board, after hearing members 
of the deputation, should refer their representations to the Execative Committee, 
who could enter moré fally into the matter than the Board would be able to do that 
evening. The butchers would of course be invited to send representatives to the 
meeting of the Executive Committee, so that the entire question might be fully 
discussed on both sides. Personally he did not see any objection to a representative 
of the butchers attending the Board meetings without the power to vote. On the 
one side they had their own Invostigating Officer, and the Board would like also to 
hear the other side. As to a desired reduction in the charge for killing cattle, he 
would remind the Board that it had great obligations to its officers in regard to 
superannuation fund. | 

Mr. MonTAGU then vacated the chair, which was taken by Mr. M. CASTELLO. 

The deputation was then admitted, and consisted of Messrs. J. Berlyn, E.

* The deputation was introduced by Mr. J. BERLYN, who urged two points for 
the consideration of the Board. The firet was that the Board should admit to its 

meetings a representative of the butchers, who as a practical man, would be of 
great assistance to the Board, The second point was that the present charge of 
4s, 3d. for the slaying of animals ehould be reduced to 2s. 6d., the amount paid 
until sixteen yearsago. Mr. Berlyn further urged that too many Shochetim and 
Shomerim were employed. 

Mr. B, L. COHEN having elicited the fact that the average weight of the meat 
from a beast would be 4001b., asked how a reduction of ls. 9d, on that dead weight 
would benefit the consumer, 

Mr, H. BARNET, in reply, saidthe average was misleading for this reason. A 
reduced price for cutting would enable carcass butchers to kill oxen simply to have 
the offals, clods and stickings sealed, these fetching a much higher price than 
they do Trifa, and are the principal parts of the meat sold to the poorer members of 
the community. The rest of the ox, which would be prime joints. finds a ready sale 
among Christians, thus the tax isin very many cases distributed over the meat 
sold to those that can least afford to be tax, as the 4s. 3d. means ip many cases an 
average on these parts and mot on the whole ox. " 

Mr. Lewis LEvY asked whether, if the charge were reduced, the carcass 
butchers would slay more cattle for the Jewish public. 


BERLYN answered in the affirmative, as more beasts would come into the 
market.

Mr. L. LEuw advocated, as a means of diminishing the expenses, the alteration 
of the hours in which Shomerim should be employed, as set forth in the following 
resolution passed by the meeting of butchers on the 13th inst. : ‘‘ That the pay for 
overtime for the Shomerim and Shochetim be abolished, and that their working 
hours in fature be allowed as follows :—Sundays 10 till 4, Week Days 1l0to6. A 
Shomer to attend the market at 5 a.m. to 9 a.m. for sealing purposes.” Mr. Leuw 
complained of special charges levied at Deptford by the Board which preseed 
heavily on the butchers, and also of dereliction of duty on the part of some of the 
Shochetim and, Shomerim who did not arrive at the market to time and often kept 
the butchers waiting. | 

Mr. M. CaSTELLO said the grievances to which Mr. Leuw had called attention 
were undoubtedly legitimate and would have the best attention. While unable 
to pledge the Board, he considered the request’ that a representative of the trade 
should attend the meetings was not at all unreasenable. 

Mr. M. BosmaN said thatone of the principal reasons for making a demand 
for a representative at the meetings was in order that justice might be done to all 
classes and all abuses remedied. The Board was kept in the dark as to what was 
done in the market, and it was desirable that they should be enlightened on all that 
was good and bad by one who was not connected with the ; 

Mr. H. BARNETT said that there should have been no loss at Rotterdam. A Shochet 
who was sent there should have received a fixed salary. Hotel and other expenses 
thould have been paid out of the profits of the Shechita Board, and not been charged 
tothe man who had the sheep. If this had been done they would have had 
plenty of sheep from Antwerp. Whereas at present, hotel expenses were the 
means of cattle dealers discontinuing sending sheep, and thus prevented hundreds

A meeting of the Board for the Affairs of Shechita was held yesterday week 
at the Vestry Room of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, Bevis Marks. There 
were present, Mr. SAMUEL MONTAGU, M.P., President, in the chair, Messrs. M. 
Castello, B. L. Cohen, D, Davis, E. A. Franklin, D. Levy, A. Lindo, A. Mocatta, H. 
Pinto, and 8. Simons, and the Chief Rabbi as Ecclesiastical Assessor. 

Prior to the commencement of the ordinary business, the CHAIRMAN moved, 
and Mr. MANUEL CASTELLO seconded,a vote of condolence to the widow and 
family of the late Mr. Henry Solomon, who for many years had been Vice-Presi-

placed in their shops. 

The motion for the adoption of the accounts and estimates was then agreed to.. 

The income for the first half of the present year was £3,688, and included £2,578 
for slaying of cattle and £495 for that of poultry and £441 from butchers em- 
ploying Shomerim. The expenditure amounted to £3,776, and included items of 
£2,141 for salaries, and £574 for poultry expenses. ) | 

On the motion of Mr. M. CASTELLO, it was resolved that from the surplus of 
£412, £360 bedivided among the United Synagogue and the Spanish and Portuguese 
Synagogue in the usual proportions of three-fourths to the former and one-fourth 
to the latter. |

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PROPOSED RUSSO-JEWISH EMIGRATION TO AUSTRALIA.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik,—My communication of May 11th was somewhat hastily indited—the 
arrival of the cablegram therein referred to being almost coincident with the 
departure of the mail by which my letter was despatched to London. I would 
therefore ask you to grant me space for a few supplementary facts and figures, 
in support of my contention that emigration on an extensive scale of Russian 
Jews to Australia would be inadvisable in the extreme. 

I may—with tolerable safety, I venture to think—premise with the postulate 
that it is a strongly marked characteristic of the members of the Jewish race, the 
world over, to herd together in great cities. There is no reason to assume that 
this gregarious tendency would not manifest itself in Australia, as elsewhere ; 80 
that emigration would be simply equivalent to a transfer from a European Judlen- 
gasse to an antipodal ‘Jew Town.” 3 

Now, as it happens, there is, unfortunately, one weak point in the process of 
the development of the Australian community—an inevitable concomitant, 
perhaps, of the trend of civilization. Year by year a larger and larger number of 
people withdraw from the task of tilling the soil, extending the pastoral industry, 
and otherwise unfolding rich and varied natural resources, to settle in big towns, 
and to engage in occupations less useful, less productive, and less healthful. At 
the risk of being wearisome, I purpose citing certain statistics I have collated, 
which will demonstrate to how grave an extent such is the case. Let me take 
the two principal Australian cities, Melbourne and Sydney, the respective 
capitals of the leading Australian colonies, Victoria and New South Wales. _ 

According to the figures of the census jast compiled, Melbourne has a popu- 
lation of 489,185 persons, as compared with 282,947 persons at the last census 
(1881) ; the increase during the decade having been 206,238, or a percental 
accretion of 72°90. The population of the whole colony of Victoria is 1,133,846 
persons, of which number 489,185 persons, or 42 per cent of the aggregate, are 
resident in Melbourne. The metropolitan area is 256 square miles, the total area 
of the colony is 87,884 square miles. hus, 489.185 persons are concentrated on 
256 square miles, whilst the remainder, 644,661 persons, are distributed over 
87,628 square miles, | 

Turning to the capital of the sister colony, we have results equally startling. 
The census returns give Sydney.a population of 386,400 persons, as compared 
with 227,043 persons at the last census (1851) ; the increase during the decade 
having been 159,057, or a percental accretion of 70.19. The estimated population 
of the whole colony of New South Wales is 1,170,000 persons, of which number 
386,400 persons, or 33 per cent. of the aggregate, are resident in Sydney. The 
metropolitan area is 135 square miles, the total area of the colony is 309,175 
square miles, ‘Thus, 386,400 persons are concentrated on 135 square miles, whilst 
the remainder, 783,600 persons, are distributed over 309,040 square miles. 

_Much the same ratio of disparity is to be met with in the allocation, between 
capital and provinces, of the population of the other Australian colonies. In fact, 
the capital of each colony is like a head which is too large for the body. It will 
readily be perceived that any augmentation of the urban population such as, I 
hold, an influx of our Russian brethren would bring about, is not desirable. 
Their location in the rural districts would, of course, be a different matter—pre- 
suming them to be capable of performing the work pertaining to country life. 

The Russian Jew, however, is not a husbandman, but a middleman. M. 
Skalkoftsky in his Contempdrary Russia observes, b 
“with few unimportant exceptions the Jews are not personally concerned in any 
productive industry, but almost invariably occupy a sort of intermediate position 


Lebr A writer in a recent number of the Forum gives some

Mr. E. Lawrence Levy, of the Birmingham Athletic Club, and international 
amateur heavy dumb-bell lifting chempion, on Thursday week last, in private prac- 
tice with Sandow at Birmingham, put up from ground to shoulder, and thence to 
full arm’s length above the head, two dumb-bells, viz., 1044lbs. in the right hand 
and 1001bs. in the left.

The chair was taken by Mr. M. L. Dight, 
who, in commenting upon the circular, said that of the fourteen who were to form 
the Shechita Board, there would practically be nine members on the Council’s side, 
as the two members of the clergy would of necessity side with them. Mr. L. Rosen- 
berg (a member of the Council) stated that the Council wished to do the best they 
could for the community at large. Of the twenty-four members of the Council no 
fewer than twenty-two were in favour of the desire of the general body of members. 
If they had a Shechita Board independent of the Council, the scheme would not lxst 
six months. He exhorted them to do what was asked, and to work in union with 
the Council. The Rev. M. Hollander hoped they would fallin with the Council’s 
views, as he considered the Shechita Board would be one that would satisfy all. The 
Chairman considered that the action of their Avsociation had certainly quickened 
the action of the Council. It was ultimately resolved ‘“‘ That this meeting pro- 
tests against the action of the Council with regard to the Shechita Committee; and 
asks that a special general meeting be called to settle this Shechita question, and 
to carry out the business left unfinished at the last annual general meeting. The 
proceedings terminated with votes of thanks to the Rev. M. Hollander and Mr. L. 
Rosenberg for their attendance and explanation of matters. 

On Sunday last the walking Section of the Birmingham Jewish Young Men’s

The Times of Morocco is informed that in spite of a formal order from the 
Sultan to discontinue the illtreatment of the Jews at Immintanout, the Kaid of 
that province continues to commit gross cruelties on these poor people, who are 
reduced toa state of misery quite indescribable. 

A terrible epidemic of ophthalmia has broken out at Morocco City,—princi- 
pally among the Jews of the Mellah,—which has been caused by the very hot 
weather that has been experienced lately.
